Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 1 st Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
How can two support rollers able to adjust and change the distance with respect to 
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changing diameter of the roll? How are these rollers actuated and adjustable in 
horizontally and vertically? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 2 nd Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the phrase, "whereby the movement sequence of the support rollers 
takes place in such a manner that the wound goods are furthermore securely 
supported," is indefinite and vague. What is considered to be "such a manner that the 
wound goods are furthermore securely supported?" 

In claim 6, lines 3-4, the phrase, "a drive motor (1 ) and/or a brake," is indefinite 
and vague. Examiner cannot determine whether the features stated above are inclusive 
together or exclusive in alternative form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Graham, U.S. Patent No. 5441213. 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, Graham '21 3 discloses a winding device 1 0 for 
winding up and unwinding goods in web form, whereby the wound goods 22 are 
supported on a substructure (no reference number assigned, frames holding 16, 17), 
wherein the substructure has at least tow support rollers 16, 17, which are disposed at a 
distance (no reference number assigned) from one another, whereby the support rollers 
are adjustable, changing the distance, in order to adapt themselves to any winding 
diameter, see figure 2, and abstract. 

The intended use of the claimed apparatus for winding a conveyor belt, recited in 
the preamble, does not distinguish over the prior art because it relates only to the 
material loaded on the reels but does not impart or define any particular structural 
limitations to the claims. 

Regarding claim 2, Graham '213 discloses the support rollers 16, 17 are 
adjustable horizontally and vertically, see column 3, lines 9-21, and lines 53-64. 

Regarding claim 6, Graham '213 discloses wherein at least one support roller 1 6 
is provided with a drive motor 46. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by FR 
2726207. 

Regarding claim 1 , FR '207 discloses a winding device for winding up and 
unwinding goods in web form, whereby the wound goods are supported on a 
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substructure 8, wherein the substructure has at least tow support rollers 3, which are 
disposed at a distance (no reference number assigned) from one another, whereby the 
support rollers are adjustable, changing the distance, in order to adapt themselves to 
any winding diameter, see figure 1 , and abstract. 

The intended use of the claimed apparatus for winding a conveyor belt, recited in 
the preamble, does not distinguish over the prior art because it relates only to the 
material loaded on the reels but does not impart or define any particular structural 
limitations to the claims. 

Regarding claim 4, FR '207 discloses four support rollers 3 and each pair of 
rollers forming each separate row, see figure 1 . 

Claims 1, 3 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Valentine et al., U.S. Patent No. 1803043. 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, Valentine '043 discloses a winding device for winding 
up and unwinding goods W in web form, whereby the wound goods 14 are supported on 
a substructure 1 , 2, wherein the substructure has at least tow support rollers 3, 4, which 
are disposed at a distance (no reference number assigned) from one another, whereby 
the support rollers are adjustable, changing the distance, in order to adapt themselves 
to any winding diameter, see figures 1-2. 

The intended use of the claimed apparatus for winding a conveyor belt, recited in 
the preamble, does not distinguish over the prior art because it relates only to the 
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material loaded on the reels but does not impart or define any particular structural 
limitations to the claims. 

Regarding claim 5, Valentine '043 discloses wherein [it is] the device provided 
with lateral supports (no reference number assigned, a frame holding 15), which have a 
wheel 1 5 that is adjustable in height, which is set to the center of the wound goods 14, 
see figure 2. 

Regarding claim 6, Valentine '043 discloses wherein at least one support roller 4 
is provided with a drive motor 10.
